The burden of subsidies has grown 
from IL250m. in 1970-71 to an anti- 
cipated IL1,800m. in the coming fis- 
eal year. Thanks to the present 
change, the outlay in the Estimates 
will now be IL825m. instead — with 
an additional reserve of IL200m. 
against possible further increases in 
import. prices during the year. The 
implication is thet, barring unfore- 
geen events, the new prices will re- 
an unchanged until March 31, 
1975. 

Subsidies have become inflated 
because the authorities tried to keep 
the prices of standard commodities 
steady at a time when the cost of 
primary products were rocketing 
the world over. Since 1971, the price 
of wheat hag shot up from $69 a 
ton to $178, sugar from $136 to 


* $337, fodder from $50 to $130. 


As a result the subsidised price 
charged for a loaf of bread (38 
agorot — unchanged since 1962) 
was only 87 per cent of its true 
cost. Henceforth it will be a Uttle 
over half. 

Housewives were paying not much 
more than half the true cost of 
milk, eggs and sugar. As from to- 
dey, the subsidy on milk is down 
from 56 agorot a litre to 20 ag., 
on eggs from 18 ag. apiece to Sag. 
and on sugar from IL1 a kilo to 
14 ag. 

Formerly the taxpayer's money 
‘was used to cheapen goods for the 
rich as well as the poor, Mr. Gafny 
stressed.

CABINET CONDEMNS SHARON

The Cabinet yesterday roundly 
condemned Alut (Res.) cgi oa 
ron, ΜΟΙ, for claiming - 
vilege of disobeying orders, 
and for risking the disclosure of 
military secrets. 

In an extraordinarily lengthy 
statement, the Cabinet also reitera- 
ted ita complete confidence in the 
Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf David Ela- 
zar, whose dismissal Sharon had 
urged in two interviews last Fri- 
day. 

The Cabinet took up the issue 
after two Ministers had put ques- 
tions to Defence Minister Mosh 
Dayan about complaints submitted 
against Sharon by the former O/C 
Southern Command, Aluf Shmuel 
Gonen, during the Yom Kippur War. 

The Agranat Committee, probing 
the Yom Kippur War, was asked 
Δ month ago to put Aluf Gonez’s 
complaints on its agenda, it was 
reliably learnt last night.: 

This move came after Aluf Gonen 


had written to Chief of Staff David 
Filazar in December asking him 
what action GHQ had taken on his 
complaints about Sharon's insubor- 
dination.

Search continues 
for bodies 
of fallen

Despite forgery, Scandinavians 


say Vikings got to America first 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). — Des- 
cendants of the Vikings were de- 
fiant yesterday that exposure of 
the Vinland Map as a forgery 
does not alter their theory that 
the Norsemen were the first to 
discover America, 


Experts here conteng that the 
announcement by Yale University 
that the map, chowing details of 
the territory covered by the Vik- 
ings in their first voyages to the 
new world, was forged does not 
change a thing: the Vikings got 
there first. 

The discovery of the map in 
1957 — it was bought by an 


fierce popular argument on both 
sides of the Atlantic about who 


discovered America—the Vikings 
or Christopher Columbus. 

But in fact, Scandinavian anti- 
quarians say, they were always 
suspicious of the map anyway. . 

Mr. Helge Ingstad, the Nor- 
wegian archaeologist who has 
carried out intensive excavations 
at the reputed site of the first 
Viking settlements in North: 
America, said the map had no 
bearing on his work. Mr. Ingstad 
has always argued that the Vin- 
land Map should be subjected to 
thorough analysis. 

A. Swedish historian, Sven Ulrik 
Palme, of Stockholm University, 
a cousin of Prime Minister Olof 
Palme, told Reuter: “In my opi- 
nion the map was quite impossible 
to accept because the north coast 


of Greenland was far too accura- 
tely depicted for the time. Only 
in the 19th dig people 
‘begin to know such details of the 
Greenland coast.”

Another variable — a very im- 
portant one — [5 the local Con- 
struction Costs Index, which re- 
fects changes in the prices of 
labour, building material and land. 
‘With the index rising sharply in 
recent years, Isralom-adds the 
following candid statement to its 
sales offerings: “The pricey may 
be changed so that purchasers may 
pay different prices for similar 
interests.” Accordingly, the price 
sheet in the sales offering is re- 
movable, and often changed upon 
instruction from the head office in 
Tel Aviv. In the past, prices have 
risen 50 to 100 per cent between 
the date of the prospectus and the 
closing of a sale. 

Only 25 per cent of the price is 
required as 8. down payment, follow- 
ed by 65 per cent in monthly pay- 
ments during the construction 
period. The final 10 per cent is 
payable upon occupancy. 

One of Isralom's latest projects 
is their super-luxurious building go- 


ing up in Tel Aviv, on Rehov David 
Hamelech. Located less than two 


Idlometres from the low-income 
Montefiore Quarter, this building 
was designed for “a special class 
of people,” as Mr. Ruskin puta it. 
Prices start at $80,000, There is 
‘an indoor swimming pool and sau- 
mag in the fully air conditioned 
building. “We probably want a little 
snobiam in such a building,” 
Ruskin admits. “That's whet many 
of the would-be buyers are looking 
for.” 

For example, an Isralom employee 
has peen kept quite Pil istely 
packing and mailing ‘erent va- 
Proties of coloured bathroom tile 
to a customer overseas. After sev- 
eral two-way trips of the sample 
case, the buyer still cannot make 
up her mind, Meanwhile, the builder 
cannot complete the flat. 

According to Mr. Ruskin, a com- 
mon feature of all overseas buyers 
ig a desire for protection against 
Israeli bureaucracy. He says: 
“People from abroad just refuse to 
stand for the red tape in taking 
possession of a property in Israel 
— the endless trips to the land 
regigtry, electric company, gas 
pacowl tl the municipality, the no- 
tary, the telephone office — and 
more. We Israelis have grown ac- 
customed to this, so we put up 
with it. But this is catastrophic 
for a firm that deals with non- 
Israelis.” 

It ig herd to predict which way 
second home sales will head follow- 
ing the Yom Kippur War. In the 
past, a close correlation has been 
noted between purchases of second 
homes and tourism. If the latter 
resumes. its pre-19723 pace, the 
future will look rosy for Isralom.
